ARGUMENT AGAINST THE BILL. 

Hen, H. D. McDaniel, one of the soundest and 
clearest headed members of the House, and the abie 
acting chairman of the Finance Committee urged bis 
objections to the passage ef the bill with considerable 
force and power. The framers of the constitation 
never contemplated the State constracting « railroad 
outeide her te-ritory. The Constitution even limited 
the power of the General Assémbly to extend aid to 
railroads within the limite of the State. The contem- 
construction was the ssmeas now. Geor- 
gia has no jariadiction oateide of her limits; she can’t 
control a ralisoad outside of her limite nor courts nor 
officers. It fe clearly outside of the powers of the 
General Aasemb'y to ald a road built on the territory 
of another State. 
The bill le anconetitational becanee it docs not 
give the State a firet-mortgage lien. ‘Ihe road now 
oweea a bonded debt of $2,000,000. 
It is unconstitutional because there Is not an ¢qnual 
amount subecribed by private steckholders. The 
State cannot affordto pass such & measure now —one 
so uncertain, Itisnot proposed to extend the road 
to Mobile, but to Pollard, a little rafiroad town. 
There ie now a railroad ranning to Pollard—only & 
miles longer than ihe proposed reute. Ali know the 
spirit of competition between railroads. This road 
might carry freights for the same rates and divide 
it. The figures of anticipated business would be cut 
off and so reduced that the road woulda’t pay. The 
future of the road was problematical to ray the least. 
Georgiats now called on to raise for the State dedt 
$3,000,000. ‘She was, therefore, in no condition to 
embark in so uncertain ascheme. The bonds of the 
Atiantic and Gulf Ral road were worth pow only 12 
to 15 cents in the dollar. 
He felt proad ef Savannah, and honored her for 
her generosityand publics:ir.t. The enterpise of her 
merchants, and the el qnence of her Bar, were only 
surpaseed by the beauty of her wc men and the wealth 
of her intellect.
